Appellate Court Upholds 
Ruling By Judge Thompson 


In Securities Act Case 


J. A. Rosenberger and Joseph Mure 
phy, charged with violation of the 
state corporate securities act in an 
indictment returned by the county 
Grand Jury, must stand trial. 


A ruling by the Third District Ap- 
pellate Court at Sacramento on Fri- 
day denied Rosenberger’s petition for 
a writ of habeas corpus and ordered 
him remanded to the custody of the 
county sheriff. 


This is according to word received 
Saturday morning by District Attor- 
ney Henry S. Lyon, who also had word 
from Rosenberger‘s attorney, Bertram 
Ross, of San Francisco, that Rosen- 
berger would surrender early next 
week. 


Murphy, at liberty under $5,000 bail, 
had previously been denied a writ of 
mandate for a review of the case 
in the Appellate Court. 


Denial of the Rosenberger petition 
for a writ of habeas corpus sustains a 
ruling made by Judge George H. 
Thompson, of the El Dorado County 
Superior Court, in denying a defense 
motion for dismissal of the charges 
against Rosenberger. 


The earlier denial of the petition by 
Murphy also sustains Judge Thomp- 
son’s ruling as regards the case against 
him.

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PERMANENT COVER CROP 
BEING PLANTED BY 
SOIL SERVICE 


Permanent cover crops on about 250 
acres of orchards are being planted by 
the Soil Conservation Service. This is 
part of a soil and water conservation 
program which will probably see most 
of the orchard lands of the Placerville 
Soil Conservation Project protected 
from erosion and water loss during the 
rainy season. 

Italian rye grass is the basis for the 
permanent cover. It is combined with 
alfalfa or clovers, and winter blue 
grass. In addition, oats or rye are 
planted to give immediate protection. 
The cereal will later be crowded out 
by the rye grass. 

Rain falling on land blanketed with 
a heavy vegetative covering soaks in- 
to the ground, the pores of which are 
kept open by that same vegetation. 
Millions of tiny roots make holes 
through which falling water passes 
rapidly to replenish the underground 
water supply. Parts of the cover die 
each year returning to the soil nutri- 
ents which not only provide plant food 
but also improve its physical condi- 
tion.
